cll what a Russian plane was doliig ln Kor- 
ean waters. „ „ ^ . 

'American planes shot down ths Soviet 
bomber alter It had opohad flro on their air 
patrol. With cu.-Jtomary RiisBlan olfrontflry, 
Malik declared the Soviet craft unarmed and 
on a "training mission." He dcmanjlcd lull 
payment for the loss ol ship and crew. 

Moreover, he claimed the plane was ]uat 
Bnterins the llmlta ot Port Arthur, Ruulan 
naval basB In Chinese Manchuria west of 
Korea. That placed the scene 70 miles north 
and 85 mUes west of the spot where U. s. 
fllert said they enBagcd the bomber. 

About tha only thing MallS didn't claim 
was that wa had shot down one of our own 
planes by mlsUko. Wo have a Busslan body 
complete with serial number to disprove 
Uiat. ^ ■ 

As It all this were not onough, on the 
same day Malik fUed this phony protest he 
vatoed a U. B. resolution In the eecurlty coun- 
cil whtoh eallad for locallKlnB the Korean 
war. It was the 44th Soviet veto since the 
U. N. bcBan. 

Until the Korean war broke out, the atti- 
tude ol many enlightened itateamen In the 
free world, Including U. S. foreign affairs 
leaders, ww that so long as Russia came to 
the U. N. and talked, peace waa safe. Just 
give her a place to blow off steam, to try to 
justl^ her actions before the bar of world 
opinion, and everything wotild be all right. 

The war has exposed tho shallowness of 
this reasoning. Sir Gladwyn Jebb, astutoaBrl- 
tUh newcomer to th© U. N., woji the first to 
take public not« of this lact. 

Jebb pointed out—and Malik's sickening 
Augtist performance M .council president 
madi'clear— that to the Eusslana peace talk 
Is .a part of war strategy. It la not only nj)re- 
lude to war. It la an accompaniment. 

Peace U!lc ts a meana ol dividing and con- 
. (using Mio opponents o( aggre»lon, of sow- 
ing doubt, ot tttlcing the starch out of the 
enemy's resolve'. HlUer -uaed.-thfl. same tech- 
nique but the Russlons have vastly refined It. 

To the Soviet union, peace talk Is a logical 
extension of war , . . How Ions will the free 
nations go on pretending it is otherwUe? 
How long will they play tho Russian game? 

A U. B, senate group alreaiJy has advised 
the United States to prepare for a u. N.
